to both eye and ear when the bow is grasped mid-haft like a hammer; the 
sonsy girl-flautist may lack tempo and one morning a howler-monkey on the 
saxophone destroyed the local ambience. The staircase leading to Ronelle's 
had io be underpinned. But, generally speaking, where virtuosity lacks, there 
is no dearth of zest, gusto, "attack", The Spirit of Youth is in the air;

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THE CO-WORKERS OF MOTHER TERESA, BAR HILL 
The Co-Workers of Mother Teresa are lay people of all ages and 
all denominations who wish to help Mother Teresa with her work 
among the poor people of the world. 


Mother does not ask us for money, she asks us to give a little 
of our time and effort. Res 


The things - clothes - which others regard as of no further 
use to them, we collect. We ask you to save old tights and 
these are sent to India just as they are, padding for pillows 
and mattresses. Also for padding on top of bandages for the 
hands and feet of those suffering from Leprosy as extra 
protectien. We ask for clothes make of cotton and polyester. 
Dresses are unpicked and remade into pinafore dresses and . 
shorts for the little ones. Shirts, we cut off the worn part 
of the collars, neaten the bands, cut the sleeves short and 
off these go too. 


We ask also for woollen garments in good condition which we 
unpick and make into blankets - squares 6" - 24 squares to a 
blanket, also vests and cardigans for babies. 


Mother also has two houses for the poor and destitute in 
London. We ask for good clean jumble, mens, womens and 
childrens. 


We meet on the first Tuesday of each month from 8.00pm here at 
61 Hollytrees, and our next meeting will be on 4th May. 
Alternatively, if anyone would find it easier to come for an 
afternoon rather than an evening, I shall be at home during 
the afternoon on days when a Mother Teresa meeting is planned, 
so do come then if you prefer. If you would rather work on 
your own at home and do not like or cannot get to meetings, 
please do not let that stop youek ~~ 


Remember to help Mother Teresa in her wonderful work does not 
cost money. I have all the patterns you require.
